Mr. Okakura ascribes it 
to the Tang period and it shows many 
of the characteristics of other pieces of 
the period. It is in excellent condition 
and shows great technical skill in the 
carving. 

“The Tang dynasty,” said Mr. War- 
ner, “during the seventh and eighth cen- 
turies was a period when China was the 
‘middle-kingdom’ and the center of the 
commercial world, and during the reign 


of the great Tai Tsung merchants were 


sent to the Persian gulf, the Caspian sea, 
India and Japan. 

“China’s art shows traces of the in- 
fluence of many countries, but it is al- 
ways noble and of fine proportions. The 
‘ torso of Kwannon, which -has_ been 
in the museum some time, is the supreme 
femaining example of that art and the 
finest thing that has vet come out of 
China.” | 

Mr. Warner also called attention to 
the “Hokke Mandara” (a painting of 
the Tang period), bronze mirrors, a 
pottery Kylin, a Taoist sculpture, two 
seated marble sculptures, and a lotus 
pedestal showing traces of the gold, red 
and blue of the original decoration.

spruce and silver or balsam fir, two’ 
beeches, which he souglit for vears; two 
new poplars, one regarded by the ex- 
plorer as the handsomest of the genus; 
25 species of willows and the Chinese 
sassafras, which Professor Sargent sought 
for a long time. He gave the world a 
second varicty of peach. 

His plants comprised barberries, spir- | 
eas, honeysuckles, three new moccasin 
flowers, the cyripedium, which was never 
before exported from China, and three new 
peonies.

MDE BY SAVINGS 


BANKS OF BOSTON 


In Last Quarter Deposits of 
These Institutions Increase 
One Per Cent Over Previ- 
ous Three Months 


COMPARISONS 


MADE 


In the three months since the 20 Bos- 
ton savings banks made their annual 
‘returns to the bank commissioner as of 
Oct. 31, 1911, the combined deposits in 
these banks have increased $2,590,000, or 
1 per cent, with a grand total of $25z,- 
815,000, a new high record. 

This inerease is at the rate of 4 per 
cent per annum, or practically the same 


“as a year ago when deposits increased 


$10,715,612, or 4.5 per cent; in the fiscal 
year ended. Oct. 31, 1910, the total de- 
posits in the Boston savings banks in- 
creased $7,374,000, or 3.17 per cent, while 
in the 1908-9, 1907-8, 1906-7 fiscal years 
the increases were 5.24 per cent, 1.41 per 
cent and % of 1 per cent, respectively.

Jin banks combined showing an increase 
of $1,921,000. The Suffolk Savings Bank, 
which has maintained the 3% per cent 
interest rate for a longer period than 
the other banks, showed a decrease of 
$50,000. It is interesting to note that 
for the Tirst time in their history the 


-deposits of the Dorchester Savings Bank 


and the Sumner Savings Bank of East 
oston crossed the $1,000,000 mark, 
that only two banks now remain with 
deposits under that figure compared with 
four a years ago.

Latterly the distribution of 

Warming power, mm a broad measure, has also become a 

fact. Some western American cities as well 

as some in the American [ast have experi- 

mented with various heating systems, The distribution of hot water 

within a limited area has been successtul 1n one or two of the suburbs 

of Chicago. \dvantage of these methods, however, cannot be taken 

by the average householder. Owing to the leakage of heat in cir- 

culating the hot water or steam through underground pipes the cost 

ot production creases the cost of service to the point where enjoy- 
ment of it is contined to people of exceptional Means. 

In Evansville the steam created in a central plant is used pri- 
marily for the propulsion of turbines that generate the electric cur- 
rent. Instead of going through atmospheric exhaust pipes, the 
exhaust steam is sent through a system of heating mains and sup- 
plied to consumers either at flat rates or through meters. Like other 
parts of the country, I:vansville has passed through a period of 
intensely cold weather in the present winter. It 1s claimed for the 
heating system that even with the thermometer down to 8 degrees 
below zero it has provided its subseribers with an entirely Satisfactory 
service. 

Steam can be served to a distance of a mile from the power- 
house. It is supplied principally to the business district of the town; 
hot water 1s supplied to the mains running into the residence districts. 
The loss of heat in transmission is said to be very small, thanks to 
an almost perfect method of insulation. The heat is furnished at a 
price that makes its general use possible, so far as it may be sup- 
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plied. It will be seen that it cannot be supplied economically beyond 
the point where it ceases to be a by-product of the power-house. 

Of course, those who are supplied with heat from this plant 
are relieved of all the charges attendant on the use of coal, as well 
as the cost of the fuel itself, so that they can afford to pay fully as 
much for steam or hot water as they formerly paid for coal. How- 
ever, this only borders upon the ideal in municipal heating; it does 
not quite reach the ideal. The time must come when, through the 
burning of all the refuse of a community, through the consumption 
of coal in a central plant in which something like complete com- 
bustion shall be realized, and through the practise of economies 
that are little understood yet, the entire community will be supplied 
with heat under a general taxing system, as it is now supplied with 
water. This will mean cleanliness and comfort for the housekeeper 
and the city dweller in a measure that is at present unattainable.
